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If the pen is not in its compartment when the Tablei:-PC shuts down or enters 
sleep or hibernate mode, the pen indicator LED blinks slowly to remind you 
to replace the pen in the compartment. The behavior of the pen indicator 
LED can be enabled or disabled through the QuickSet tablet settings 
application (see "Dell QuickSet Help" on page 20 for instructions on 
accessing QuickSet). 

Replacing the Pen Tip

Your Tablet:-PC ships with several of each of two types of pen tips: hard 
(simulates the feel of a ballpoint pen) and soft (simulates the feel of a felt:-tip 
pen). 

To replace a pen tip: 

1 Use the pen-tip remover tool to grasp the pen tip, then firmly pull the tip 
from the pen. 
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2 With your fingers, place a new tip into the pen, and insert the tip until it is 
fully seated in the pen. 

Calibrating the Pen 

The pen can function at the default calibration or at a calibration set by you 
or by another user. Dell recommends that you use the pen only while it is 
calibrated to your personal calibration settings. Calibration optimizes pen 
performance for each user. 

To calibrate the pen: 

1 Press the QuickSet tablet settings button, click Control Tablet PC 
Settings—> Pen and Input Settings. 

2 At the bottom of the General tab, tap the Calibrate button. 

3 Follow the instructions on the screen. The calibration markers are 
displayed on the screen as plus signs ( + ). Tap the pen in the exact center 
of each of the calibration markers. 

因 NOTE: Be sure to calibrate the pen for use in both portrait and landscape display 
orientations. 

Using the Pen Like a Mouse 

You can use the pen with your Tablet:-P し the same way you use a mouse or 
touch pad with a notebook computer. When you hold the pen near the 
display, you see a small cursor. Moving the pen moves the cursor. 

• To click，tap once. 

• To double-click，tap the display twice. 

• To open a menu, tap the menu name, and then the menu item. 

• To drag an item，such as a file or icon, touch the pen to the item and drag 
it to another destination on the display. 

• There are two ways to ri 吕 hl:-click (to open a context-sensitive menu )： 

- Hold down the righi:-click pen button and then tap the display. When 
you hold down the r 帥 1:-click pen button, the cursor is surrounded 
with a circle. 
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- Touch the pen on the screen and hold it in place momentarily until 
Windows draws a complete circle around the cursor. When the circle 
is complete, lift the pen to display the context menu. If you move or 
lift the pen before the circle is complete, the ri 吕 ht:-click action is 
cancelled.

Entering, Editing, and Erasing Text With the Pen 

The handwriting recognition software makes it easy to enter text into your 
applications with the pen. Some applications, such as Windows Journal, allow 
you to write with the pen directly into the application window. 

When an application does not directly support pen input, you can use the 
Tablet PC Input Panel to enter text into your applicati 曰 n. If you tap in an 
editable area, the Tablet P し input Panel icon appears. Tap the icon and the 
Input Panel slides out from the edge of the display. You can also open the 
Input Panel by tapping the Input Panel tab, which is docked at the edge of 
the screen when the Input Panel is hidden. 

1 he Input Panel allows you to enter and edit text in different modes. You can 
write words just like you write on paper, you can write one character at a time, 
or you can "type" by tapping the pen on the keys of an image of a keyboard. To 
change the input mode, right-click the QuickSet icon in the Notification 
area, click Pen and Input Settings—> Input Mode, and then select the desired 
input mode. 

Edit text in the Input Panel using gestures, such as lining through text you 
want to delete, or tapping buttons. 

Erase text in the Input Panel using the erase pen button, or by lining through 
text you want to delete. 

To get help and practice writing and editing with Input Panel: 

• In Windows Vista, click Start > All Programs—> Tablet PC—> Tablet 

P し Pen Training, and tap each of the Input Panel topics. 
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• In Windows XP, click Starts Get Going with Tablet PC and then click 
Start. This tutorial provides Input Panel training. You can access additional 
tutorials by clicking Starts All Programs—> Tablet PC^ Tablet PC 
Tutorials. 

Using Pen Flicks in Windows Vista 

Pen flicks enable you to use the pen to perform actions that normally require 
a keyboard, such as pressing く Page Up> or using the directional arrow keys. 
Pen flicks are quick, directional gestures; you quickly draw a short line in one 
of eight directions. When a pen flick is recognized, the TableNP し performs 
the action assigned. 

The horizontal and vertical pen flicks are, by default, assigned to navigational 
actions, corresponding to the keys く Leh-Arr 曰 w>, <Right-Arrow>, 

<Page Up>，and く Page Down>. The default assignments for the diagonal 
pen flicks are editing actions: delete, copy, paste, and undo. 

To customize pen flicks, click Start 瓜 Control Panel—> Mobile PC—> Pen 
and Input Devices and click the Flicks tab. You can choose to turn pen flicks 
off, use the navigational pen flicks only, or use the navigational and editing 
pen flicks. You can also assign a new action to any of the eignt pen flicks and 
adjust how easily your pen flicks are recognized. 

To learn more about pen flicKs and practice using them, click Start @ 一 All 
Programs—>■ Tablet PC—> Pen Flicks Training. 

Setting Pen Preferences 

You can customize several pen behaviors in the operating system to help make 
using your Tablet:-PC more comfortable. For example, if your double-taps are 
sometimes not recognized because you do not tap them fast enough, you can 
set a slower speed so that you have more time to tap. 

In Windows Vista, you can customize the visual feedback that displays for 
each type of tap, and you can customize the actions assigned to pen flicks. 

To access pen preferences and options ： 

• In Windows Vista, click Start > Control Panel—> Mobile PC—> Pen 
and Input Devices. 

• In Windows XP, click Starts Control Panels Printers and Other 
Hardware^ Tablet and Pen Settings. 
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The pen preferences and options you set are specific to the pen and the 
Tablet-PC. 


Setting Pointer Device (Mouse) Preferences 

Pointer device preferences, such as pointer speed, click speed, and pointer 
(mouse) trails, are set in the Mouse Properties window. These preferences 
apply to any pointer device in the system. 

To access pointing device preferences: 

• In Windows Vista, click Start > Control Panel—> Hardware and 
Sound—> Mouse. 

• In Windows XP, click Start—> Control Panel—> Printers and Other 
Hardware—> Mouse. 

Using Touch 

Your Tablet-PC is able to distinguish between the pen and your fingertip 
(touch mode). When you use touch mode, a translucent image of a computer 
mouse, called the touch pointer, floats beneath your finger. The touch pointer 
has left and right mouse buttons that you can tap with your finger. You use 
the area beneath the buttons to drag the touch pointer. 

Your Tablei:-PC ships with a digitizer utility which you can use to set one of 
four modes for using touch ： 

• Pen only — Touch mode is disabled. 

• Touch only — Pen input is disabled. 

• Auto mode — If the pen is close to the display, pen mode is active. If the 
pen is not within range, double-tap the display with your finger to enter 
touch mode. Touch mode remains active until the pen is close to the 
display again. 

• Dual mode —— Microsoft Vista switches automatically between the pen 
and touch modes, based on its internal programming. 

To access the digitizer utility from the Windows Notification area and set the 
input mode, right-click 麻 in Windows Vista or 図 in Windows XF ； click 
Properties, and then click the Digitizer Options tab. Click the radio button 
for the input mode you want to set, and click Apply. 

In Windows Vista, to learn more about touch mode and practice using it, 
click Start O —> All Programs—> Tablet PC—> Tablet PC Touch Training.

QuickSet gives you easy access to settings and controls for customizing your 
Tablet:-PC. You can access Dell QuickSet from the QuickSet icon in the 
Windows Notification area or through the Windows Mobility Center. 

Depending on what you want to do, you can start QuickSet by either clicking ， 
double-clicking，OY right-clicking the QuickSet icon in the Windows 
Notification area.

For optimal Tablet:-P し performance and to help preserve BIOS settings, 
operate your Dell™ Tablet:-P し with the main battery installed at all times. 
One battery is supplied as standard equipment in the battery bay. 
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NOTE: Because the battery may not be fully charged, use the AC adapter to 
connect your newTablet-PC to an electrical outlet the first time you use the 
Tablet-PC. For best results, operate the Tablel;-PC with the AC adapter until the 
battery is fully charged. To view battery charge status, check the Power Meter in 
Power Options (see "Accessing Power Options Properties" on page 79). 

Battery operating time varies depending on operating conditions. You can use 
an optional battery slice (see "Battery Slice (Optional)" on page 217) to 
significantly increase operating time.

For more information about QuickSet, right:-click the QuickSet icon in the 
Windows Notification area, and click Help. 

Power Meter 

The Power Meter indicates the remaining battery charge. To check the Power 
Meter, move your cursor over the Power icon 個 in Windows Vista and 图 
in Windows XP) in the Notification area to display the Power icon pop-up. 

If the computer is c 曰 nnected to an electrical outlet, the Power icon pop-up 
displays the (plugged in charging) message. 

Charge Gauge 

By either pressing once or pressing and holding the status button on the 
charge gauge on the battery, you can check ： 

• Battery charge (check by pressing and releasing the status button) 

• Battery health (check by pressing and holding the status button) 

1 he battery operating time is largely determined by the number ot times it is 
charged. After hundreds of charge and discharge cycles, batteries lose some 
charge capacity — or battery health. That is, a battery can show a status of 
"charged" but maintain a reduced charge capacity (health). 

Check the Battery Charge 

To check the battery charge, press and release the status button on the battery 
charge gauge to illuminate the charge-level lights. Each light represents 
approximately 20 percent of the total battery charge. For example, if the 
battery has 80 percent of its charge remaining, four of the lights are on. If no 
lights appear, the battery has no charge. 
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Check the Battery Health 

因 NOTE: You can check battery health in one of two ways: by using the charge gauge 
on the battery as described below and by using the Battery Meter in Dell QuickSet. 
For information about QuickSet, right-click the icon in the Windows Notification 
area, and click Help. 

To check the battery health using the charge gauge ，press and hold the status 
button on the battery charge gauge for at least 3 seconds. If no lights appear, 
the battery is in good condition，and more than 80 percent of its original 
charge capacity remains. Each light represents incremental degradation. If 
five lights appear, less than 60 percent of the charge capacity remains, and you 
should consider replacing the battery. 

Low-Battery Warning 

NOTICE: To avoid losing or corrupting data, save your work immediately after a 
low-battery warning. Then connect the Tablet-PCto an electrical outlet, or dock the 
Tablet-PC onto an optional battery slice. If the battery runs completely out of power, 
hibernate mode begins automatically. 

A pop-up window warns you when the battery charge is approximately 90 
percent depleted. If both the main battery and the battery slice are installed, 
the low-battery warning means that the combined charge of both batteries is 
approximately 90 percent depleted. The Tablet:-PC enters hibernate mode 
when the battery charge is at a critically low level. 

You can change the settings for the battery alarms in QuickSet or the Power 
Options Properties window. See "Configuring Power Management Settings" 
on page 79 for information about accessing QuickSet or the Power Options 
Properties window. 

Conserving Battery Power 

Perform the following actions to conserve battery power ： 

• Connect the Tablet:-? し to an electrical outlet when possiole because 
battery life is largely determined by the number of times the battery is 
used and recharged. 

• Place the Tablet-P し m sleep mode or hibernate mode when you leave the 
Tablet:-? し unattended for long periods of time. See "Power Management 
Modes" on page 77. 
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• Use the Power Management Wizard or the Power Options Properties 
window to select options to optimize your computer’s power usage. These 
options can also be set to change when you press the power button, close 
the display, or press <Fn><Esc>. 

因 NOTE: See "Configuring Power Management Settings" on page 79 for information 
on conserving battery power. 

Power Management Modes 

Sleep Mode in Windows Vista 

Sleep mode conserves power by turning off the display and the hard drive 
after a predetermined period of inactivity (a time-out). When the Tablet-PC 
exits sleep mode, it returns to the same operating state it was in before 
entering sleep mode. 

NOTICE: If your Tablet-PC loses AC and battery power while in sleep mode, it may 
lose data. 

To enter sleep mode in Windows Vista, click Start 0 and move your mouse 
over the right triangle beside the lock option to open the Power Options 
Properties window, and then click Sleep. 

Depending on how you set the power management options in the Power 
Options Properties window or the QuickSet Power Management Wizard, you 
may also use one of the following methods: 

• Press the power button 

• Close the display 

• Press <Fn><Esc> 

To exit sleep mode, press the power button or open the display, depending on 
how you set the power management options. You cannot make the Tablei:-PC 
exit sleep mode by pressing a key or touching the touch pad or track stick. 

Hibernate Mode 

Hibernate mode conserves power by copying system data to a reserved area on 
the hard drive and then completely turning off the Tablet-P し . When the 
TableNPC exits hibernate mode, it returns to the same operating state it was 
ill before entering hibernate mode.

Charging the Main Battery 

When you connect the Tablei:-PC to an electrical outlet or install a battery 
while the Tablei:-P し is connected to an electrical outlet, the Tablei:-PC checks 
the battery charge and temperature. If necessary, the AC adapter then charges 
the battery and maintains the battery charge. 
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NOTE: With Dell™ ExpressCharge™, when the Tablet-PC is turned off, the AC 
adapter charges a completely discharged battery to 80 percent in about 1 hour and 
to 100 percent in approximately 2 hours. Charge time is longer with the Tablet-PC 
turned on. You can leave the battery in the Tablet-PC for as long as you like. The 
battery s internal circuitry prevents the battery from overcharging. 

If the battery is hot from being used in your Tablei:-PC or being in a hot 
environment, the battery may not charge when you connect the Tablei:-PC to 
an electrical outlet. 

The battery is too hot to start charging if the を light flashes alternately 
green and orange. Disconnect the Tablet-PC from the electrical outlet and 
allow the Tablel:-PC and the battery to cool to room temperature. Then 
connect the TableNP し to an electrical outlet to continue charging the battery. 

For information about resolving problems with a battery, see "Power 
Problems" on page 15 ぅ . 

Removing the Main Battery 

CAUTION: Using an incompatible battery may increase the risk of fire or 
explosion. Replace the battery only with a compatible battery purchased from 
Dell. The battery is designed to work with your Dell™ Tablet-PC. Do not use a 
battery from other Tablet-PCs or computers with your Tablet-PC.

Smart cards are portable credit-card shaped devices with internal integrated 
circuits. The top surface of the smart card usually contains an embedded 
processor under the gold contact pad. The combination of the small size and 
integrated circuits make smart cards valuable tools for security, data storage, 
and special programs. Using smart cards can improve system security by 
combining something a user has (the smart card) with something only the 
user should know (a PIN) to provide more secure use 卜 authentication than 
passwords alone.

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Using Your Tablet-PC With a 
Projector 

You can use the Tablet-PC display in the notebook or tablet position and set 
the display orientation to either landscape or portrait. The position and 
orientation of the Tablet:-PC display affect how a projector displays the image 
from the Tablet-PC. In addition to the display position and orientation, you 
can adjust the projected image using the Tablet:-PC clone and extended 
desktop modes. 

Display Positions 

Your Tablet:-PC display operates in two positions: classic notebook and tablet. 

Classic Notebook 

Classic notebook is the standard position with the display raised above the 
keyboard and touch pad. In this position，the display has a landscape 
orientation and you use the keyboard and touch pad as input devices. 

Tablet 

To use your Tablet:-PC in tablet position, raise the display and rotate it 180 
degrees, and then fold the display over the keyboard with the display facing 
upwards. In this position，you use either touch or the digitizer pen as input 
devices; that is, you touch the screen with either your finger or the digitizer 
pen. 

In tablet position, the display image has a portrait orientation. You can switch 
the display image between portrait and landscape orientation using the 
Screen Rotate button. See "Using Tablet Buttons" on page 62 for more 
information on the Screen Rotate button. 
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因 NOTE: When the Tablet-PC display has a portrait orientation and you are using 
clone mode, the projector displays an image that is rotated sideways and not 
viewable. To correct the displayed image, change the Tablet-PC display to 
landscape orientation using the Screen Rotate button or use the projector's menu 
options or other features to rotate the displayed image. See "Using Tablet Buttons" 
on page 62 for more information on the Screen Rotate button. 

Display Modes 

The Tablet:-PC includes the clone and extended desktop modes for adjusting 
the image displayed by a projector. 

Clone Mode (Mirrored) 

The clone mode enables the projector to display the exact image that is on 
the Tablet:-P し display. In clone mode, the projector displays mouse cursor 
movement and handwriting or drawing with the digitizer pen. Clone mode is 
useful when using the mouse cursor as a pointing device or when you want 
the projector to display user activity that is occurring on the Tablet:-PC. 

因 NOTE: When you initially connect the Table1:-PC to a projector, the Microsoft 
Windows operating system asks you to specify default display settings. To enable 
clone mode, select Duplicate my desktop on all displays (mirrored). To send the 
Tablet-PC display to the projector, use the <Fn><F8> key combination. You can 
change the default display settings at a later time. 

Considerations for Using Portrait or Landscape Orientation in Clone Mode 

Because clone mode displays the exact image from the Tablet:-PC，using the 
landscape or portrait orientation affects the image displayed by the projector. 

Landscape is the typical orientation in clone mode and is displayed normally 
by the projector. 

When the Tablet:-PC display is in tablet position and you are using a portrait 
orientation in clone mode, the projector displays an image that is rotated 
sideways and not viewable. To correct the projected image you can: 

• Use the Screen Rotate button to change the Tablet:-PC display to 
landscape orientation. See "Using Tablet Buttons" on page 62 for more 
information on the Screen Rotate button. 

• Use the projector’s menu options or other features to rotate the projected 
image. 
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Considerations for Display Resolution and Aspect Ratio in Clone Mode 

If the projector has a lower display resolution and aspect ratio than the 
Tablet:-PC display, then the Tablet:-PC graphics subsystem uses the lowest 
display resolution and aspect ratio. Changing to a lower display resolution and 
aspect ratio alters the image quality. 

For example，if the Tablet:-PC has a display resolution of 1280 x 800 pixels 
with a 16:10 aspect ratio and the projector is using a 1024 x 768 display 
resolution with a 4:3 aspect ratio, then you may notice that: 

• The projected image is not as sharp as it would be with a 1280 x 800 
display resolution. The loss of sharpness is particularly noticeable when 
reading text. 

• Round objects appear flattened. This alteration is a result of shifting from 
the 16:10 to the 4:3 aspect ratio. 

Extended Desktop Mode 

Extended desktop mode enables you to configure two displays that each have 
their own attributes. You can use the Tablet:-PC display in tablet mode with 
portrait orientation using a 1280 x 800 resolution, and the projector can use 
the standard landscape orientation at a lower resolution and aspect ratio. 

When using extended desktop mode, you start applications on the Tablet:-PC 
and then "drag" the applications that you want to be viewed from the 
projector to the extended desktop. Extended desktop mode is useful when 
you want to maintain user activity on the Tablet:-PC without displaying this 
activity with the projector. 

因 NOTE: When you initially connect the Tablet-PC to a projector, the Windows 
operating system asks you to specify default display settings. To enable extended 
desktop mode, select Show different parts of my desktop on each display 
(extended). To send the Tablet-PC display image to the projector, use the <Fn><F8> 
key combination. You can then "drag" the applications you want to project from the 
Tablet-PC to the extended desktop (the projector). You can change the default 
display settings at a later time.

Tablet-PC and the Internet, another computer, or a network. For example, 
with a network set up in a home or small office you can print to a shared 
printer, access drives and files on another computer, browse other networks, or 
access the Internet. You can set up a local area network (LAN) using a 
network or broadband modem cable or set up a wireless LAN (WLAN). 

Microsoft Windows provides a wizard to help guide you through the process 
of networking computers. For more information about networking, see 
"Windows Help and Support" on page 19. 

Connecting a Network or Broadband Modem

Wireless Local Area Network (WLAN) 

A WLAN is a series of interconnected computers that communicate with 
each other over the air waves rather than through a network cable connected 
to each computer. In a WLAN, a radio communications device called an 
access point or wireless router connects network computers and provides 
Internet, or network, access. The access point or wireless router and the 
wireless network adapter in the computer or Tablet:-PC communicate by 
broadcasting data from their antennas over the air waves. 
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What You Need to Establish a WLAN Connection 

Before you can set up a WLAN, you need ： 

• High-speed (broadband) Internet access (such as cable or DSL) 

• A broadband modem that is connected and working 

• A wireless router or access point 

• A wireless network adapter for each computer or Tablet:-PC that you want 
to connect to your WLAN 

• A network cable with a network (RJ-45) connector

The wireless activity indicator displays whether your Tablet-PC's integrated 
wireless devices are enabled or disabled.

Mobile Broadband/Wireless Wide Area Network 
(WWAN) 

A Mobile Broadband network, also known as a wireless wide area network

covers only from 100 to 1000 feet. Your Tablet-PC can maintain Mobile 
Broadband network access as long as the Tablet:-PC is within a cellular-data 
coverage zone. Contact your service provider for coverage of a high-speed 
digital cellular network. 

因 NOTE: Even if you are able to make a call from your cellular phone in a specific 
geographical location, that location may not necessarily be within a cellular-data 
coverage zone. 

What You Need to Establish a Mobile Broadband Network Connection

ExpressCard or Mini-Card, but not both, to establish a Mobile Broadband network 
connection. 

To set up a Mobile Broadband network connection, you need ：

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• An activated Mobile Broadband ExpressCard or activated Subscriber 
Identity Module (SIM) for your service provider

NOTE: Some hard drives do not support hard drive passwords. 
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NOTICE: Passwords provide a high level of security for data in your Tablet-PC or 
hard drive. However, they are not foolproof. If you require more security, obtain and 
use additional forms of protection, such as smart cards, data encryption programs, 
or PC Cards with encryption features. 

When using passwords, observe the following guidelines: 

• Choose passwords that you can remember, but not ones that are easy to 
guess. For example, do not use the names of family members or pets for 
passwords. 

• It is recommended that you do not write down passwords. If you do write it 
down, however, ensure that the password is stored in a secure place. 

• Do not share passwords with other people. 

• Ensure that people are not watching you when you type your password. 

If you forget any of your passwords, contact Dell (see "Contacting Dell" on 
page 26). For your protection，Dell technical support staff will ask you for 
proof of your identity to ensure that only an authorized person can use the 
Tablet-PC. 

Using a Primary (or System) Password 

The primary password allows you to protect the Tablet:-PC from unauthorized 
access. 

When you first start your Tablet:-PC, you must assign a primary password at 
the prompt. 

If you do not enter a password within 2 minutes, the Tablet:-PC returns to its 
previous operating state. 

NOTICE: If you disable the administrator password, the primary password is also 
disabled. 

To add or change passwords, access User Accounts from the Control Panel. 

If you have assigned an administrator password, you can use it instead of the 
primary password. The Tablet:-PC does not specifically prompt you for the 
administrator password. 
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Using an Administrator Password 

The administrator password is designed to give system administrators or 
service technicians access to computers for repair or reconfiguration. The 
administrators or technicians can assign identical administrator passwords to 
groups of computers, allowing you to assign a unique primary password. 

To set or change administrator passwords, access User Accounts from the 
Control Panel. 

When you set an administrator password, the Configure Setup option 
becomes available in system setup. The Configure Setup option allows you to 
restrict access to system setup in the same way that a primary password 
restricts access to the Tablet:-PC. 

The administrator password can be used instead of the primary password. 
Whenever you are prompted to enter the primary password, you can enter the 
administrator password. 

NOTICE: If you disable the administrator password, the primary password is also 
disabled. 

因 NOTE: The administrator password provides access to the Tablet-PC, but it does 
not provide access to the hard drive when a hard drive password is assigned. 

If you forget the primary password and do not have an administrator password 
assigned, or if you have both a primary and an administrator password 
assigned but forget them bo 比 ， contact your system administrator or contact 
Dell (see "Contacting Dell" on page 26). 

Using a Hard Drive Password 

1 he hard drive password helps protect the data on your hard drive from 
unauthorized access. You can also assign a password for an external hard drive 
(if one is being used) that can be the same as or different from the password 
for the primary hard drive. 

To assign or change a hard drive password, enter system setup (see "Using the 
System Setup Program" on page 141). 

After assigning a hard drive password, you must enter it each time you turn on 
the Tablet-P し and each time you restore the Tablet-PC to normal operation 
from sleep ， standby, or hibernate mode. 

If the hard drive password is enabled，you must enter it each time you turn on 
the Tablet-P し ： A message appears asking for the hard drive password. 
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To continue, enter your password (with no more than eight characters) and 
press <Enter>.

If you enter the wrong password, a message tells you that the password is 
invalid. Press <Enter> to try again. 

If you do not enter the correct password in three attempts, the Tabkt:-PC tries 
to start from another bootable device if the Boot First Device option in 
system setup is set to allow start:-up from another device. If the Boot First 
Device option is not set to allow the Tablet:-PC to start from another device, 
the Tablet:-PC returns to the operating state it was in when you turned it on. 

If the hard drive password, the external hard drive password，and the primary 
password are the same，the Tablet:-PC prompts you only for the primary 
password. If the hard drive password is different from the primary password, 
the Tablet:-PC prompts you for both. Two different passwords provide greater 
security. 

因 NOTE: The administrator password provides access to the Tablet-PC, but it does 
not provide access to the hard drive when a hard drive password is assigned. 

Trusted Natform Module (TPM) 

因 NOTE: Computers shipping into China are not equipped with the TPM feature. 

因 NOTE: The TPM feature supports encryption only if the operating system supports 
TPM. For more information, see the TPM software documentation and the help files 
that came with the software. 

TPM is a hardware-based security feature that can be used to create and 
manage compute 卜 generated encryption keys. When combined with security 
software, the TPM enhances existing network and computer security by 
enabling features such as file protection capabilities and protected e-mail. 

1 he TPM feature is enabled through a system setup option. 

O NOTICE: To secure your TPM data and encryption keys, follow the backup 
procedures documented in the Bfoadcom Secure Foundation Getting Started 
Guide. In the event of these backups being incomplete, lost, or damaged, Dell will 
be unable to assist in the recovery of encrypted data.

Clean your Tablet-PC with a soft cloth dampened 
with water. Do not use liquid or aerosol cleaners, which may contain flammable 
substances. 

• Use a can of compressed air to remove dust from between the keys on the 
keyboard. 

NOTICE: To avoid damaging the Tablet-PC or display, do not spray cleaning 
solution directly onto the display. Only use products specifically designed for 
cleaning displays, and follow the instructions that are included with the product. 

• Moisten a soft, lint:-free cloth with either water or a display cleaner, and 
wipe the display until it is clean. 

• Moisten a soft，linNfree cloth with water and wipe the Table1:-PC and 
keyboard. Do not allow water from the cloth to seep between the touch 
pad and the surrounding palm rest.

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• If the power light is blinking blue, the computer is receiving electrical 
power, but an internal power problem might exist. 

• If the power light is steady amber, a device may be malfunctioning or 
incorrectly installed. 

- Remove and then reinstall the memory modules (see "Memory" on 
page 168). 

• Eliminate interference. Some possible causes of interference are: 

- Power, keyboard, and mouse extension cables 

- Too many devices on a power strip 

- Multiple power strips connected to the same electrical outlet 
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Using the System Setup Program 

Overview 

因 NOTE: Your operating system may automatically configure most of the options 
available in the system setup program, thus overriding options that you set through 
the system setup program. (An exception is the E)cternal Hot Key option, which you 
can disable or enable only through the system setup program.) For more information 
on configuring features for your operating system, click Start (or Start in 
Windows® XP)-> Help and Support. 

You can use the system setup program as follows: 

• To set or change use 卜 selectable features — for example, your Tablet:-PC 
password 

• To verify information about the Tablet:-PC’s current configuration, for

After you set up the Tablet:-PC, run the system setup program to familiarize 

yourself with your system configuration information and optional settings. 

You may want to write down the information for future reference. 

The system setup screens display the current setup information and settings 

for your Tablet-PC, such as ： 

• System configuration 

• Boot order 

• Boot (start-up) configuration and docking-device configuration settings 

• Basic device-configuration settings 

• System security and hard-drive password settings 

NOTE: Unless you are an expert computer user or are directed to do so by Dell 
technical support, do not change the system setup settings. Certain changes might 
make your Tablet-PC work incorrectly. 
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System Setup Screens 

Viewing the System Setup Screens 

1 Turn on (or restart) your Tablet:-PC. 

2 When the DELL™ logo appears, press <F2> immediately. If you wait too 
long and the Microsoft 愈 Windows® logo appears, continue to wait until 
you see the Windows desktop. Then shut down your Tablet :-? し and try 
again. 

m NOTE: For information about a specific item on a system setup screen, highlight the 
item and see the Help area on the screen. 

On each screen, the system setup options are listed at the left. To the right of 
each option is the setting or value for that option. You can change settings 
that appear as white type on the screen. Options or values that you cannot 
change (because they are determined by the Tablet-PC) appear less bright. 

The uppe 卜 right corner of the screen displays help information for the 
currently highlighted option; the lowe 卜 right comer displays information 
about the Tablet-P し . System-setup key functions are listed across the bottom 
of the screen. 

Commonly Used Options 

Certain options require that you reboot the Taolet-PC for new settings to take 
effect. 

因 NOTE: The information in this document may vary from the selections displayed on 
the system setup screens. Review the selections and instructions provided on the 
system setup screens for specific directions. 

Changing the Boot Sequence 

The boot sequence, or boot order, tells the Tablet-P し where to look to find the 
software needed to start the operating system. You can control the boot 
sequence and enable or disable devices using the Boot Order page of the 
system setup program. 

m NOTE: To change the boot sequence on a one-time-only basis, see "Performing a 
One-Time Boot" on page 143. 
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The Boot Order page displays a general list of the bootable devices that may 
be installed in your Tablet-P し， including but not limited to the following ： 

• Modular Bay HDD 

• Internal HDD 

• Optical Drive 

During the boot routine, the Tablet:-PC starts at the top of the list and scans 
each enabled device for the operating system start-up files. When the 
TableNPC finds the files, it stops searching and starts the operating system. 

To control the boot devices, select (highlight) a device by pressing the down- 
arrow or up-arrow key, and then enable or disable the device or change its 
order in the list. 

• To enable or disable a device, highlight the item and press the space bar. 
Enabled items appear as white and display a small triangle to the left; 
disabled items appear blue or dimmed without a triangle. 

• To reorder a device in the list, highlight the device and then press <u> or 
<d> (not case-sensitive) to move the highlighted device up or down. 

Boot sequence changes take effect as soon as you save the changes and exit 
the system setup program. 

Performing a One-Time Boot 

You can set a one-time-only boot sequence without entering the system setup 
program. (You can also use this procedure to boot the Dell Diagnostics on the 
diagnostics utility partition on your hard drive.)

Drivers 

What Is a Driver? 

A driver is a program that controls a device such as a printer, mouse, or 
keyboard. All devices require a driver program. 

A driver acts like a translator between the device and any other programs that 
use the device. Each device has its own set of specialized commands that only 
its driver recognizes. 

Dell ships your TableNPC t 曰 you with required drivers already installed —— no 
further installation or configuration is needed. 

NOTICE: The Drivers and Utilities media may contain drivers for operating systems 
that are notonyourTablet-PC. Ensure that you are installing software appropriate 
for your operating system. 

Many drivers, such as the keyboard driver, come with your Microsoft® 
Windows® operating system. You may need to install drivers if you ： 

• Upgrade your operating system 

• Reinstall your operating system 

• Connect or install a new device 

Identifying Drivers 

If you experience a problem with any device, identify whether the driver is the 
source of your problem and, if necessary, update the driver.

Scroll down the list to see if any device has an exclamation point (a yellow 
circle with a [!]) on the device icon. 

If an exclamation point is next to the device name, you may need to reinstall 
the driver or install a new driver (see "Reinstalling Drivers and Utilities" on 
page 146). 

Reinstalling Drivers and Utilities 

NOTICE: The Dell Support website at support.dell.com and your Drivers and 
りが / む . es media provide approved drivers for Dell™ computers. If you install drivers 
obtained from other sources, your Tablet-PC might not work correctly. 

Using Windows Device Driver Rollback 

If a problem occurs on your Tablet:-PC after you install or update a driver, use 
Windows Device Driver Rollback to replace the driver with the previously 
installed version.

7 Click the Install button (if present) to begin installing the driver or utility. 
At the welcome screen, follow the screen prompts to complete the 
installation. 

If no Install button is present, automatic installation is not an option. For 
installation instructions, either see the appropriate instructions in the 
following subsections, or click Extract, follow the extracting instructions, 
and then read the readme file. 

If instructed to navigate to the driver files, click the CD/DVD directory on 
the driver information window to display the files associated with that 
driver*. 
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Manually Reinstalling Drivers 

After extracting the driver files to your hard drive as described in the previous 
section，do the following:

Restoring Your Operating System 

You can restore your operating system in the following ways: 

• System Restore returns your Tablet:-? し to an earlier operating state 
without affecting data files. Use System Restore as the first solution for 
restoring your operating system and preserving data files. 

• Dell Factory Image Restore returns your hard drive to the operating state it 
was in when you purchased the Tablet:-PC. All data on the hard drive and 
any programs installed after you received the Tablet:-? し are permanently 
deleted. Use Dell Factory Image Restore only if System Restore did not 
resolve your operating system problem. 
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• If you received an Operating System disc with your Tablet:-PC, you can use 
it to restore your operating system. However, using the Operating System 
disc also deletes all data on the hard drive.

Any 
changes that System Restore makes to your TableNPC are completely 
reversible. 

NOTICE: Make regular backups of your data files. System Restore does not 
monitor your data files or recover them.

A し PI — advanced configuration and power interface — A power management 
specification that enables Microsoft® Windows® operating systems to put a computer 
in sleep or hibernate mode to conserve the amount of electrical power allocated to 
each device attached to the computer. 

A レ P — accelerated graphics port — A dedicated graphics port that allows system 
memory to be used for video-related tasks. AUP delivers a smooth, true ず 01 or video 
image because of the faster interface between the video circuitry and the computer 
memory. 

AHCI — Advanced Host Controller Interface — An interface for a SATA hard drive 
Host Controller which allows the storage driver to enable technologies such as Native 
Command Queuing (NCQ) and hot plug. 

ambient light sensor — A feature that helps to control display brightness. 

antivirus software — A program designed to identify, quarantine ， and/or delete viruses 
from your computer. 

— alert standards format — A standard to define a mechanism for reporting 
hardware and software alerts to a management console. ASP is designed to be 
platform- and operating system-independent. 

B 

battery life span — The length of time (years) during which a portable computer 
battery is able to be depleted and recharged. 

battery operating time — The length of time (minutes or hours) that a portable 
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computer battery powers the computer. 

biometric reader — A strip sensor that uses your unique fingerprint to authenticate 
your user identity to help secure your computer. 

BIOS — basic input/output system — A program (or utility) that serves as an 
interface between the computer hardware and the operating system. Unless you 
understand what effect these settings have on the computer, do not change them. Also 
referred to as system setup. 

bit — The smallest unit of data interpreted by your computer. 

Blu-iay Disc … （ BD) — An optical storage technology offering storage capacity of up 
to 50 GB ， full 108 Op video resolution (HDTV required), and as many as 7.1 channels 
of native，uncompressed surround sound. 

Bluetooth® wireless technology — A wireless technology standard for short-range 
(9 m [29 feet]) networking devices that allows for enabled devices to automatically 
recognize each other. 

boot sequence — Specifies the order of the devices from which the computer 
attempts to boot. 

bootable media — A CD or DVD that you can use to start your computer. In case your 
hard drive is damaged or your computer has a virus, ensure that you always have a 
bootable CD or DVD available. Your Drivers and Utilities media is an example of 
bootable media. 

bps — bits per second — The standard unit for measuring data transmission speed. 

BTU — British thermal unit — A measurement of heat output. 

bus — A communication pathway between the components in your computer. 

bus speed — 1 he speed, given in MHz, that indicates how fast a bus can transfer 
information. 

byte — The basic data unit used by your computer. A byte is usually equal to 8 bits. 

C 

C — Celsius — A temperature measurement scale where 0* is the freezing point and 
100 D is the boiling point of water. 

cache — A special hign-speed storage mechanism which can be either a reserved 
section of main memory or an independent high-speed storage device. The cache 
enhances the efficiency of many processor operations. See also LI cache and し 2 cache. 

CCFL — Cold Cathode Fluorescent Lamp — A type of bulb used to illuminate liquid 
crystal displays, such as those used in notebook computers. CCFLs are able to provide 
very bright white light without generating high temperatures detrimental to many 
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computer components. 

cainet — An international customs document that facilitates temporary imports into 
foreign countries. Also known as a merchandise passport. 

CD-R — CD recordable — A recordable version of a CD. Data can be recorded onlv 
once onto a CD- 民 . Once recorded, the data cannot be erased or written over. 

CD-RW — CD rewritable — A rewritable version of a CD. Data can be written to a 
CD-RW disc, and then erased and written over (rewritten). 

CD-RW drive — A drive that can read CDs and write to CD-RW (rewritable CDs) 
and CD- 民 (recordable CDs) discs. You can write to CD-RW discs multiple times, but 
you can write to CD - 民 discs only once. 

CD-RW/DVD drive — A drive, sometimes referred to as a combo drive, that can read 
CDs and DVDs and write to CD-RW (rewritable CDs) and CD- 民 (recordable CDs) 
discs. You can write to CD-RW discs multiple times, but you can write to CD - 民 discs 
only once. 

clock speed — The speed，given in MHz, that indicates how fast computer 
components that are connected to the system bus operate. 

CMOS — A type of electronic circuit. Computers use a small amount of battery- 
powered CMOS memory to hold date, time, and system setup options. 

COA — Certificate of Authenticity — The Windows alpha-numeric code located on a 
sticker on your computer. Also referred to as the Product Key or Product ID. 

Control Panel — A Windows utility that allows you to modify operating system and 
hardware settings, such as display settings. 

controller — A chip that controls the transfer of data between the processor and 
memory or between the processor and devices. 

CRIMM — continuity rambus in-line memory module — A special module that has 
no memory chips and is used to fill unused 民 IMM slots. 

cursor — The marker on a display or screen that shows where the next keyboard, touch 
pad，or mouse action will occur. It often is a blinking solid line, an underline character, 
o『a small ar 『 ow. 


D 

DDR SDRAM — double-data-rate SDRAM — A type of SDRAM that doubles the 
data burst cycle, improving system performance. 

DDR2 SDRAM — double-data-rate 2 SDRAM — A type of DDR SDRAM that uses a 
4-bit prefetch and other architectural changes to boost memory speed to over 400 
MHz. 
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device — Hardware such as a disk drive, printer, or keyboard that is installed in or 
connected to your computer. 

device driver — See driver. 

DIMM — dual in-line memory module — A circuit board with memory chips that 
connects to a memory module on the system board. 

DIN connector — A round ， six-pin connector that conforms to DIN (Deutsche 
Industrie-Norm) standards; it is typically used to connect PS/2 keyboard or mouse 
cable connectors. 

disk striping — A technique for spreading data over multiple disk drives. Disk striping 
can speed up operations that retrieve data from disk storage. Computers that use disk 
striping generally allow the user to select the data unit size or stripe width. 

DMA — direct memory access — A channel that allows certain types of data transfer 
between RAM and a device to bypass the processor. 

docking device — provides port replication, cable management, and security features 
to adapt your notebook to a desktop workspace. 

DMTF — Distributed Management Task Force — A consortium of hardware and 
software companies who develop management standards for distributed desktop, 
network, enterprise, and Internet environments. 

domain — A group of computers ， programs, and devices on a network that are 
administered as a unit with common rules and procedures for use by a specific group 
of users. A user logs on to the domain to gain access to the resources. 

DRAM — dynamic random-access memory — Memory that stores information in 
integrated circuits containing capacitors. 

driver — Software that allows the operating system to control a device such as a 
printer. Many devices do not work properly if the correct driver is not installed in the 
computer. 

DSL — Digital Subscriber Line — A technology that provides a constant, high-speed 
Internet connection through an analog telephone line. 

dual-core — A technology in which two physical computational units exist insiae a 
single processor package, thereby increasing computing efficiency and multi-tasking 
ability. 

dual display mode — A display setting that allows you to use a second monitor as an 
extension of vour display. Also referred to as extended display mode. 

DVD-R — DVD recordable — A recordable version of a DVD. Data can be recorded 
only once onto a DVD-R. Once recorded, the data cannot be erased or written over. 

DVD+RW — DVD rewritable — A rewritable version of a DVD. Data can be written 
to a DVD + RW disc, and then erased and written over (rewritten). (DVD + RW 
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technology is different from DVD-RW technology.) 

DVD + RW drive — drive that can read DVDs and most CD media and write to 
DVD + RW (rewritable DVDs) discs. 

DVI — digital video interface — A standard for digital transmission between a 
computer and a digital video display. 

E 

t し C — error checking and correction — A type of memory that includes special 
circuitry for testing the accuracy of data as it passes in and out of memory. 

し P — extended capabilities port — A parallel connector design that provides 
improved bidirectional data transmission, similar to EPP, ECP uses direct memory 
access to transfer data and often improves performance. 

EIDE — enhanced integrated device electronics — An improved version of the IDE 
interface for hard drives and CD drives. 

EMI — electromagnetic interference — Electrical interference caused by 
electromagnetic radiation. 

ENERGY STAR® — Environmental Protection Agency requirements that decrease 
the overall consumption of electricity. 

EPP — enhanced parallel port — A parallel connector design that provides 
bidirectional data transmission. 

ESD — electrostatic discharge — A rapid discharge of static electricity. ESD can 
damage integrated circuits found in computer and communications equipment. 

expansion card — A circuit hoard that installs in an expansion slot on the system 
board in some computers, expanding the capabilities of the computer. Examples 
include video, modem, and sound cards. 

expansion slot — A connector on the system board (in some computers) where you 
insert an expansion card, connecting it to the system bus. 

ExpressCard — A removable I/O card adhering to the PCMCIA standard. Modems 
and network adapters are common types of Express し ards. Express し ards support both 
the PCI Express and USB 2.0 standard. 

Express Service し ode — A numeric code located on a sticker on your Dell™ 
computer. Use the Express Service Code when contacting Dell for assistance. Express 
Service Code service mav not be available in some countries. 

extended display mode — A display setting that allows you to use a second monitor as 
an extension of vour display. Also referred to as dual display mode. 

extended PC vJard — A PC Card that extends beyond the edge of the PC Card slot 
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when installed. 



Fahrenheit — A temperature measurement scale where 32。^ the freezing point and 
212' IS the boiling point of water. 

FED — fully-buffered DIMM 一 A DIMM with DDR2 DRAM chips and an 
Advanced Memory Buffer (AMB) that speeds communication between the DDR2 
SDRAM chips and the system. 

FCC — Federal Communications Commission — A U.S. agency responsible for 
enforcing communications-related regulations that state how much radiation 
computers and other electronic equipment can emit. 

folder — A term used to describe space on a disk or drive where files are organized and 
grouped. Files in a folder can be viewed and ordered in various ways, such as 
alphabetically, by date, ana by size. 

format — The process that prepares a drive or disk for file storage. When a drive or 
disk is formatted, the existing information on it is lost. 

FSB — front side bus — The data path and physical interface between the processor 
and RAM. 

FTP — rile transfer protocol — A standard Internet protocol used to exchange files 
between computers connected to the Internet. 

G 

G — gravity — A measurement of weight and force. 

GB — gigabyte — A measurement of data storage that equals 1024 MB 
(1,073,741,824 bytes). When used to refer to hard drive storage，the term is often 
rounded to 1 ， 000,000,000 bytes. 

GHz — gigahertz — A measurement of frequency that equals one thousand million 
Hz, or one thousand MHz. The speeds for computer processors, buses，and interfaces 
are often measured in GHz. 

graphics mode — A video mode that can be defined as x horizontal pixels by y vertical 
pixels by 之 colors, graphics modes can display an unlimited variety or snapes and 
fonts. 

GUI — graphical user interface — Software that interacts with the user by means of 
menus, windows, and icons. Most programs that operate on the Windows operating 
systems are GUIs. 
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H 

hard drive — A drive that reads and writes data on a hard disk. The terms hard drive 
and hard disk are often used interchangeably. 

heat sink — A metal plate on some processors that helps dissipate heat. 

hibernate mode — A power management mode that saves everything in memory to a 
reserved space on the hard drive and then turns off the computer. When you restart 
the computer, the memory information that was saved to the hard drive is 
automatically restored. 

HTTP — hypertext transfer protocol — A protocol for exchanging files between 
computers connected to the Internet. 

Hyper-Threading — Hyper-Threading is an Intel technology that can enhance overall 
computer performance by allowing one physical processor to function as two logical 
processors, capable of performing certain tasks simultaneously. 

Hz — hertz — A unit of frequency measurement that equals 1 cycle per second. 
Computers and electronic devices are often measured in kilohertz (kHz), megahertz 
(MHz), gigahertz (GHz), or terahertz (THz). 


IC — integrated circuit — A semiconductor wafer, or chip，on which thousands or 
millions of tiny electronic components are fabricated for use in computer, audio, and 
video equipment. 

IDE — integrated device electronics — An interface for mass storage devices in which 
the controller is integrated into the hard drive or CD drive. 

IEEE 1394 — Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers ， Inc. — A high- 
performance serial bus used to connect IEEE 1394-compatible devices，such as digital 
cameras and DVD players, to the computer. 

infrared sensor — A port that allows you to transfer data between the computer and 
infrared-compatible devices without using a cable connection. 

integrated — Usually refers to components that are physically located on the 
computer’s system board. Also referred to as built-in. 

I/O — input/output — An operation or device that enters and extracts data from your 
computer. Keyboards and printers are I/O devices. 

I/O address — An address in RAM that is associated with a specific device (such as a 
serial connector, parallel connector, or expansion slot) and allows the processor to 
communicate with that device. 

IrDA — Infrared Data Association — The organization that creates international 
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standards for infrared communications. 

IRQ — interrupt request — An electronic pathway assigned to a specific device so 
that the device can communicate with the processor. Each device connection must be 
assigned an IRQ. Although two devices can share the same IRQ assignment, you 
cannot operate both devices simultaneously. 

ISP — Internet service provider — A company that allows you to access its host server 
to connect directly to the Internet, send and receive e-mail, and access websites. The 
ISP typically provides you with a software package，user name, and access phone 
numbers for a fee. 

K 

Kb — kilobit — A unit of data that equals 1024 bits. A measurement of the capacity of 
memory integrated circuits. 

KB — kilobyte — A unit of data that equals 1024 bytes but is often referred to as 1 000 
bytes. 

key combination _ A command requiring you to press multiple keys at the same 
time. 

kHz — kilohertz — A measurement of frequency that equals 1000 Hz. 



LI cache — Primary cache stored inside the processor. 

L2 cache — Secondary cache which can either be external to the processor or 
incorporated into the processor architecture. 

LAN — local area network — A computer network covering a small area. A LAN 
usually is confined to a building or a few nearby buildings. A LAN can be connected to 
another LAN over any distance through telephone lines and radio waves to form a 
wide area network (WAN). 

LCD — liquid crystal display — The technology used by portable computer and flat:- 
panel displays. 

LED — light:-emitting diode — An electronic component that emits light to indicate 
the status of the computer. 

local bus — A data bus that provides a fast throughput for devices to the processor. 

LPT — line print terminal — The designation for a parallel connection to a printer or 
other parallel device. 
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M 

Mb — megabit — A measurement of memory chip capacity that equals 1024 Kb. 

Mbps — megabits per second — One million bits per second. This measurement is 
typically used for transmission speeds for networks and modems. 

MB — megabyte — A measurement of data storage that equals 1 ， 048,576 bytes.1 MB 
equals 1024 KB. When used to refer to hard drive storage, the term is often rounded to 
1 ， 000,000 bytes. 

MB/sec — megabytes per second — One million bytes per second. This measurement 
is typicallv used for data transfer ratings. 

media bay — A bay that supports devices such as optical drives, a second battery, or a 
Dell TravelLite™ module. 

memory — A temporary data storage area inside your computer. Because the data in 
memory is not permanent, it is recommended that you frequently save your files while 
you are working on them, and always save your files before you shut down the 
computer. Your computer can contain several different forms of memory, such as 
RAM, ROM, and video memory. Frequently, the word memory is used as a synonym 
for RAM. 

memory address — A specific location where data is temporarily stored in RAM. 

memory mapping _ The process by which the computer assigns memory addresses to 
physical locations at stad-up. Devices and software can then identify information that 
the processor can access. 

memory module — A small circuit board containing memory chips, which connects to 
the system board. 

MHz — megahertz — A measure of frequency that equals 1 million cycles per second. 
The speeds for computer processors, buses, and interfaces are often measured in MHz. 

Mini PCI — A standard for integrated peripheral devices with an emphasis on 
communications such as modems and NICs. A Mini PCI card is a small external card 
that is functionally equivalent to a standard PCI expansion card. 

Mini- レ ard — A small card designed for integrated peripherals, such as 
communication NICs. The Mim-Card is functionally equivalent to a standard PCI 
expansion card. 

modem _ A device that allows your computer to communicate with other computers 
over analog telephone lines. Three types of modems include: external,P し Card, and 
internal. You typically use your modem to connect to the Internet and exchange e- 
mail. 

module bay — See media bay. 
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MP — megapixel — A measure of image resolution used for digital cameras. 

ms — millisecond — A measure of time that equals one thousandth of a second. 
Access times of storage devices are often measured in ms. 

N 

network adapter — A chip that provides network capabilities. A computer may 
include a network adapter on its system board, or it may contain a PC Card with an 
adapter on it. A network adapter is also referred to as a NIC (network interface 
controller). 

NIC _ See network adapter. 

notification area — The section of the Windows Notification area that contains icons 
for providing quick access to programs and computer functions, such as the clock, 
volume control, and print status. Also referred to as system tray. 

ns — nanosecond — A measure of time that equals one billionth of a second. 

NVRAM — nonvolatile random access memory — A type of memory that stores data 
when the computer is turned off or loses its external power source. NVRAM is used for 
maintaining computer configuration information such as date, time, and other system 
setup options that you can set. 

0 

optical drive — A drive that uses optical technology to read or write data from CDs, 
DVDs, or DVD + RWs. Example of optical drives include CD drives, DVD drives, CD- 
RW drives, and CD-RW/DVD combo drives. 

P 

parallel connector — An I/O port often used to connect a parallel printer to your 
computer. Also referred to as an LPT port. 

partition — A physical storage area on a hard drive that is assigned to one or more 
logical storage areas known as logical drives. Each partition can contain multiple 
logical drives. 

PC Card — A removable I/O card adhering to the PCMCIA standard. Modems and 
network adapters are common types of PC Cards. 

PCI — peripheral component interconnect — PCI is a local bus that supports 32-ancl 
64-bit data paths, providing a high-speed data path between the processor and devices 
such as video, drives, and networks. 
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PCI Express — A modification to the PCI interface that boosts the data transfer rate 
between the processor and the devices attached to it. PCI Express can transfer data at 
speeds from 250 MB/sec to 4 GB/sec. If the PCI Express chip set and the device are 
capable of different speeds, they will operate at the slower speed. 

PCMCIA — Personal Computer Memory Card International Association — The 
organization that establishes standards for PC Cards. 

pen — Input device used to enter data into a Tablet:-PC or other slate device. 

PIO — programmed input/output — A method of transferring data between two 
devices through the processor as part of the data path. 

pixel _ A single point on a display screen. Pixels are arranged in rows and columns to 
create an image. A video resolution, such as 800 x 600, is expressed as the number of 
pixels across by the number of pixels up and down. 

Plug-and-Play — The ability of the computer to automatically configure devices. Plug 
and Play provides automatic installation, configuration，and compatibility with 
existing hardware if the BIOS, operating system, and all devices are Plug and Play 
compliant. 

POST — power-on seH-test — Diagnostics programs, loaded automatically by the 
BIOS，that perform basic tests on the major computer components, such as memory, 
hard drives, and video. If no problems are detected during POST, the computer 
continues the start-up. 

processor — A computer chip that interprets and executes program instructions. 
Sometimes the processor is referred to as the CPU (central processing unit). 

PS/2 — personal system/2 — A type of connector for attaching a PS/2-compatible 
keyboard, mouse，or keypad. 

PXE — pre-boot execution environment — A WfM (Wired for Management) 
standard that allows networked computers that do not have an operating svstem to be 
configured and started remotely. 

R 

RAID — redundant array or independent disks — A method of providing data 
redundancy. Some common implementations of RAID include RAID 0, RAID 1, 
RAID 5, RAID 10, and RAID 50. 

RAM — random-access memory — The primary temporary storage area for program 
instructions and data. Any information stored in RAM is lost when you shut down vour 
computer. 

readme tile — A text rile included with a software package or hardware product. 
Typically, readme files provide installation information and describe new product 
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enhancements or corrections that have not yet been documented. 

read-only — Data and/or files you can view but cannot edit or delete. A file can have 
read-only status if: 

• It resides on a physically write-protected CD or DVD. 

• It is located on a network in a directory and the system administrator has assigned 
rights only to specific individuals. 

refresh rate — The frequency, measured in Hz, at which your screen's horizontal lines 
are recharged (sometimes also referred to as its v が tic 幻 I frequency). The higher the 
refresh rate, the less video flicker can be seen bv the human eye. 

resolution — The sharpness and clarity of an image produced by a printer or displayed 
on a monitor. The higher the resolution，the sharper the image. 

RFI — radio frequency interference — Interference that is generated at typical radio 
frequencies, in the range of 10 kHz to 100,000 MHz. Radio frequencies are at the 
lower end of the electromagnetic frequency spectrum and are more likely to have 
interference than the higher frequency radiations, such as infrared and light. 

ROM — read-only memory — Memory that stores data and programs that cannot be 
deleted or written to by the computer. ROM, unlike RAM，retains its contents after 
you shut down your computer. Some programs essential to the operation of your 
computer reside in ROM. 

RPM — revolutions per minute — The number of rotations that occur per minute. 
Hard drive speed is often measured in rpm. 

RTC — real time clock — Battery-powered clock on the system board that keeps the 
date and time after you shut down the computer. 

RTCRST — real-time clock reset — A jumper on the system board of some computers 
that can often be used for troubleshooting problems. 

S 

SAS — serial attached SCSI — A faster, serial version of the SCSI interface (as 
opposed to the original SCSI parallel architecture). 

SATA — serial ATA — A faster, serial version of the ATA (IDE) interface. 

ScanDisk — A Microsoft utility that checks riles, folders，and the hard disk’s surface 
for errors. Scanuisk often runs when you restart the computer after it has stopped 
responding. 

SCSI — small computer system interface — A high-speed interface used to connect 
devices to a computer, such as hard drives, CD drives, printers，and scanners. The 
SCSI can connect many devices using a single controller. Each device is accessed by an 
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individual identification number on the SCSI controller bus. 

SDRAM — synchronous dynamic random-access memory — A type of DRAM that is 
synchronized with the optimal clock speed of the processor. 

serial connector — An I/O port often used to connect devices such as a handheld 
digital device or digital camera to your computer. 

Service Tag — A bar code label on your computer that identifies your computer when 
you access Dell Support at support.dell.com or when you call Dell for customer service 
or technical support. 

setup program — A program that is used to install and configure hardware and 
software. The setup.exe or install.exe program comes with most Windows software 
packages. Setup program differs from system setup program. 

shortcut — An icon that provides quick access to frequently used programs, files, 
folders，and drives. When you place a shortcut on your Windows desktop and double¬ 
click the icon，you can open its corresponding folder or file without having to find it 
first. Shortcut icons do not change the location of files. If you delete a shortcut, the 
original file is not affected. Also, you can rename a shortcut icon. 

SIM — Subscriber Identity Module — A SIM card contains a microchip that encrypts 
voice and data transmissions. SIM cards can be used in phones or portable computers. 

smart card — A card that is embedded with a processor and a memory chip. Smart 
cards can be used to authenticate a user on computers equipped for smart cards. 

S/PDIF — Sony/Philips Digital Interface — An audio transfer file format that allows 
the transfer of audio from one file to another without converting it to and from an 
analog format, which could degrade the quality of the file. 

sleep mode — A power management mode that shuts down all unnecessary computer 
operations to save energy. 

Strike Zone ™ — Reinforced area of the platform base that protects the hard drive by 
acting as a dampening device when a computer experiences resonating shock or is 
dropped (whether the computer is on or off). 

surge protectors — Prevent voltage spikes, such as those that may occur during an 
electrical storm, from entering the computer through the electrical outlet. Surge 
protectors do not protect against lightning strikes or against brownouts, which occur 
when the voltage drops more than 20 percent below the normal AC-line voltage level. 

Network connections cannot be protected by surge protectors. Always disconnect the 
network cable from the network connector during electrical storms. 

SVGA — supe 卜 video graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers. Typical SVGA resolutions are 800 x 600 and 1024 x 768. 

The number of colors and resolution that a program displays depends on the 
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capabilities of the monitor, the video controller and its drivers, and the amount of 
video memory installed in the computer. 

S-video TV-out — A connector used to attach a TV or digital audio device to the 
computer. 

SXGA — super-extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1280 x 1024. 

SXGA+ — supe 卜 extended graphics array plus — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1400 x 1050. 

system board — The main circuit board in your computer. Also known as the 
motherboard. 

system setup program — A utility that serves as an interface between the computer 
hardware and the operating svstem. System setup allows you to configure user- 
selectable options in the BIOS, such as date and time or system password. Unless you 
understand what effect the settings have on the computer, do not change the settings 
for this program. 



TAPI — telephony application programming interface — Enables Windows programs 
to operate with a wide variety of telephony devices，including voice ， data ， fax, and 
video. 

text editor — A program used to create and edit riles that contain only text; for 
example, Windows Notepad uses a text editor. Text editors do not usually provide 
word wrap or formatting functionality (the option to underline，change fonts, and so 
on). 

TPM — trusted platform module — A hardware-based security feature that when 
combined with security software enhances network and computer security by enabling 
features such as file and e-mail protection. 

travel module — A plastic device designed to fit inside the media bay of a portable 
computer to reduce the weignt of the computer. 

U 

UAC — user account control — Microsoft Windows Vista® security feature that, when 
enabled, provides an added layer of security between user accounts and access to 
operating svstem settings. 

LIMA — unified memory allocation — System memory dynamically allocated to 
video. 
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UPS — uninterruptible power supply — A backup power source used when the 
electrical power fails or drops to an unacceptable voltage level.A UPS keeps a 
computer running for a limited amount of time when there is no electrical power. UPS 
systems typically provide surge suppression and may also provide voltage regulation. 
Small UPS systems provide battery power for a few minutes to enable you to shut 
down your computer. 

USB — universal serial bus — A hardware interface for a low-speed device such as a 
USB-compatible keyboard, mouse ， joystick, scanner, set of speakers ， printer, 
broadband devices (DSL and cable modems), imaging devices, or storage devices. 
Devices are plugged directly in to a 4-pin socket on your computer or in to a multi-port 
hub that plugs in to your computer. USB devices can be connected and disconnected 
while the computer is turned on，and they can also be daisy-chained together. 

UTP — unshielded twisted pair — Describes a type of cable used in most telephone 
networks and some computer networks. Pairs of unshielded wires are twisted to protect 
against electromagnetic interference, rather than relying on a metal sheath around 
each pair of wires to protect against interference. 

UXGA — ultra extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1600 x 1200. 

V 

video controller — The circuitry on a video card or on the system board (in computers 
with an integrated video controller) that provides the video capabilities — in 
combination with the monitor — for vour computer. 

video memory — Memory that consists of memory chips dedicated to video functions. 
Video memory is usually faster than system memory. The amount of video memory 
installed primarily influences the number of colors that a program can display. 

video mode — A mode that describes how text and graphics are displayed on a 
monitor. レ raphic 卜 based software, such as Windows operating systems, displays in 
video modes that can be defined as x horizontal pixels by y vertical pixels by z colors. 
Character-based software, such as text editors, displays in video modes that can be 
defined as x columns by y rows of characters. 

video resolution 一 See resolution. 

vims — A program that is designed to inconvenience you or to destroy data stored on 
your computer. A virus program moves from one computer to another through an 
infected disk, software downloaded from the Internet, or e-mail attachments. When 
an infected program starts, its embedded virus also starts. 

A common type of virus is a boot virus, which is stored in the boot sectors of bootable 
media. If the bootable media is left in the drive when the computer is shut down and 
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then turned on, the computer is infected when it reads the boot sectors of the 
bootable media expecting to find the operating system. If the computer is infected ， 
the boot virus may replicate itself onto all the bootable media that are read or written 
in that computer until the virus is eradicated. 

V — volt — The measurement of electric potential or electromotive force. One V 
appears across a resistance of 1ohm when a current of 1 ampere flows through that 
resistance. 

W 

W — watt — The measurement of electrical power. One W is 1 ampere of current 
flowing at 1 volt. 

WHi — watt-hour — A unit of measure commonly used to indicate the approximate 
capacity of a battery. For example，a 66-WHr battery can supply 66 W of power for 1 
hour or 5 ク W for 2 hours. 

wallpaper — The background pattern or picture on the Windows desktop. Change 
your wallpaper through the Windows し ontrol Panel. You can also scan in your favorite 
picture and make it wallpaper. 

WLAN — wireless local area network. A series or interconnected computers that 
communicate with each other over the air waves using access points or wireless routers 
to provide Internet access. 

wiite-protected — Files or media that cannot be changed. Use write-protection when 
you want to protect data from being changed or destroyed. 

WWAN — wireless wide area network. A wireless high-speed data network using 
cellular technology and covering a much larger geographic area than WLAN. 

WXGA — wide-aspect extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards 
and controllers that supports resolutions up to 1280 x 800. 

X 

XGA — extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and controllers 
that supports resolutions up to 1024 x 768. 

Z 

ZIF — zero insertion force — A type of socket or connector that allows a computer 
chip to be installed or removed with no stress applied to either the chip or its socket. 

Zip — A popular data compression format. Files that have been compressed with the 
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Zip format are called Zip files and usually have a filename extension of .zip. A special 
kind of zipped file is a se け - extracting file, which has a filename extension of .exe. You 
can unzip a sel 卜 extracting file by double-clicking it. 

Zip anve — A high-capacity floppy drive developed by Iomega Corporation that uses 
3.5-inch removable disks called Zip disks. Zip disks are slightly larger than regular 
floppy disks, about twice as thick, and hold up to 100 MB of data. 
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
